Bell Mobility will be asked to 
find another solution to address 
gaps in cellphone coverage in the 
Old Town - councillors will not 
support a 32-metre tower on 
Queen St. in the heritage district. 

But although it is Industry 
Canada that has the final say, 
councillors said Monday they 
hope Bell will continue to look at 
alternatives. 

Smaller structures can be 
located on top of a hydro pole, a 
light standard or on the roof of a 
building and be "relatively unob¬ 
trusive,'' said Coun. Jim Collard. 

"We need to keep Bell at the 
table. We went Bell and all firms 
out there to look at other tech¬ 
nologies." 

Bell Mobility has asked to build 
a solid monopole with a diametre 
of almost one metre on Bell 
Canada property at 137 Queen St., 
beside its utility building.

Although its remote 
location on the shore of 
Lake Ontario, surrounded 
by the country’s oldest 
golf course, doesn’t 
encourage visitors, a 
walking path ensures Fort 
Mississauga is accessible 
to the public. 

Unfortunately, earlier 
this summer it was visi¬ 
tors of an unwelcome sort 


that made the trek to the 
fort. Vandals ripped the 
front door off the box¬ 
shaped tower, bricks were 
torn away from the walls 
and the archeological pits 
inside the tower dis- 

To raise revenue for 
repairs and awareness of 
the historical significance 
of the fort, the Friends of 
Fort George are offering 
visitors an exclusive and 
up-close tour, hoping that 
transforming visitors into 
ambassadors of Niagara’s 
historical sites will help 
combat vandalism. 

“This fort belongs to 
all of us,” says Jim 
Alexander, one of the 
directors of the Friends of 
Fort George. 

“We want to preserve it 
for future genera¬ 
tions. We hope 
bringing people 
here will make 
them take owner¬ 
ship and help 
look after it, rath¬ 
er than destroy¬ 
ing it." 

Although the 
fort is closed, the 
site is open to the 
public, and has 
one of the most 
beautiful views in 
Niagara, situated 
on Lake Ontario 
not far from the 
mouth of the 
Niagara River. 


The all-brick fort was 
built from 1814 to 1816 to 
replace Fort George, 
which had been burned 
in December 1813 by 
retreating American sol- 

It was built of the brick 
and stone that was sal¬ 
vaged from the remains 
of homes that had been 
torched. 

The fort was used by 
the British army after the 
war, and then as a train¬ 
ing ground for the 
Canadian army during 
both World Wars and the 
Korean War. 

The Friends of Fort 
George are offering guid¬ 
ed tours of Fort 
Mississauga next Friday, 
with costumed interpret¬ 
ers relating the history of 
Mississauga Point, its role 
in the War of 1812 and 
both World Wars, and the 
role of the stone tower in 
the protection of the 
Niagara frontier. 

As an added bonus, 
says Friends of Fort 
George member Jim 
Alexander, the doors to 
the tower will be open 
and visitors will have a 
chance to catch a glimpse 
of the inside, the first in 
many years. 

The period band Gin 
Lane will be on hand for 
entertainment. 

This fundraising event 
takes place Friday, Sept. 6 


from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

Tickets can be pur¬ 
chased in person at the 
Friends of Fort George 
Gift Shop or call 905-468- 
6621. 

The cost is $25 for 
adults and $15 for chil¬ 
dren aged six to 16. 


Dr. Richard Merritt, 
author of On Common 
Ground: The Ongoing 
Story of the Commons in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, will 
be at Fort Mississauga 
during the event to sign 
copies of his book, which 
includes information on 


the fort and Camp 
Niagara. 

Part of the proceeds 
from the sale of each book 
will go toward the preser¬ 
vation of the fort.

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Lincoln County Humane Society gets its answer - it won’t be paid 


NOTL finance 
director 
doesn't agree 
the town owes 
money for services 
he says were not 
required

The Lincoln County 
Humane Society is still 
waiting for a $12,000 
invoice to be paid by the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, but it doesn’t 
appear the bill is going 
to be paid. 

Sheldon Randall, cor¬ 
porate services director 
for the town, said at 
council Monday the 
Town does not owe 
money to the humane 
society. 


The services they were 
providing was duplicat¬ 
ing the services of the 
Town's canine control 
officers, he said. 

The humane society 
had been told their ser¬ 
vices were not required, 
he told council, when 
pressed for an answer on 
the outstanding bill by 
Coun. Martin Mazza. 

Last June, humane 
society director Kevin 
Strooband came to a 
NOTL council meeting, 
asking for the money. 

He said the outstand¬ 
ing amount is owed for 
services rendered 
between January and 
Oct. 31, 2012. Although 
the humane society did 
not have a signed agree¬ 
ment with the Town at 
that time, it has been 
providing services to the 
town for the last two 
decades, and continued 
to do so on the under¬ 


standing it would be 

Strooband said he had 
verbal assurance from 
the Town’s adminstrative 
director Mike Galloway 
that the humane society 
would be reimbursed for 
services provided “in 
good faith,” until a con¬ 
tract could be signed. 

Strooband says he 
realized later there was a 
misunderstanding when 
he spoke to Galloway, 
who said he meant 
money for services pro¬ 
vided in 2011 would be 
paid, not that the Town 
would pay for services 
going forward. 

Strooband was told he 
could hid on a contract 
to provide services 
beyond those provided 
by canine control offi¬ 
cers Ken and Kea Reid 
once the Town had 
decided what services 
were needed and worked 


out a request for propos- 

Strooband said last 
week he is still regularly 
checking the town’s web¬ 
site for information 
about the request for 
proposals, hoping to win 
the bid to provide ser¬ 
vices to the town, such 
as picking up injured 
animals. 

But that opportunity 
may never come. 

The Town is paying 
the Niagara Falls Humane 
Society to provide some 
services not covered by 
the Reids, but Randall 
told council Monday 
although he hasn’t com¬ 
pleted his report on ani¬ 
mal control, there 
haven’t been many 
instances where the 
humane society’s assis¬ 
tance was required, and 
a tendering or procure¬ 
ment process might not 
be required. 



Kevin Strooband asked the Town in June to pay $12,000 in 
outstanding bills, but councillors heard Monday that although 
a final report is not finished, the Town will not pay for servic¬ 
es it didn’t ask for and isn’t convinced were provided.

Tower doesn’t fit 
with heritage district

Bell wants to replace the existing 
temporary tower which was erect¬ 
ed on the property in 1998, appar¬ 
ently without any consultation with 
the town. 

Since the property at Queen and 
Gate St. is in the heritage district, 
the Town’s municipal Heritage 
Committee reviewed the proposal, 
and recommended council oppose 
it because the proposed tower is 
too large and adversely affects the 
character of the heritage district. 

Residents who attended a public 
meeting about the tower were con¬ 
cerned about issues such as health 
impacts, increased parking on 
Queen St. from maintenance vehi¬ 
cles, and aesthetics. 

And since some residents 
thought the Queen St. tower was 
only temporary until the current 
tower on the NOTL Hospital prop¬ 
erty was built, they questioned 
whether another new tower will be 
required in the future to keep up 


with the increasing use of cell 
phones and changing technology. 

The design of the proposed 
tower will make it much more 
noticeable than the temporary 
30-metre tower it will replace, resi¬ 
dents say. 

Although Industry Canada regu¬ 
lations state existing towers must 
be considered before new ones are 
erected, Bell says neither the Rogers 
tower near the firehall and library 
on Niagara Stone Rd. nor the one 
on the NOTL Hospital site will 
improve service on Queen St. 

Council has asked Town staff to 
submit all comments and concerns 
from the Town and residents to 
Industry Canada, asking for a more 
suitable solution to be found for 
better coverage in the Old Town, 
such as smaller structures or more 
appropriate sites for a tower. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke told coun¬ 
cillors he will write a letter to 
Industry Canada and the federal 
minister of heritage, outlining the 
Town’s objections.

Let’s hope province is listening 


Does misery really love compa¬ 
ny? 

We don’t think anybody is happy 
about the number of municipalities 
which, like Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
pay more than their fair share for 
policing. Except maybe the rest of 
the municipalities which pay less 
than their share. 

The problem of the high cost of 
policing across the region, with 
NOTL taxpayers on the hook for far 
more than their fair share propor¬ 
tionally, is not a new issue. 

Nor is it news that we need the 
province to he involved in the solu- 

However, thanks to Coun. Jim 
Collard and the others who attended 
the annual Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario confer¬ 
ence in Ottawa recently, the solu¬ 
tion may be a little closer to reality. 

We learned at council Monday 
that NOTL representatives at AMO 
did their best to convince the 
Minister of Community Safety just 
how unfair NOTL taxpayers are 
treated when it comes to policing 

We have little police presence in 
NOTL in comparison to the rest of 
the region, and thankfully, that’s 
because the need in our mostly-safe 
little town isn’t as great. 

So that means we should pay less 
than other municipalities, right? 

But because of high property 


assessments, NOTL taxpayers pay 
more, around 7% of the cost of the 
Niagara Regional Police, when our 
population is around 3%, and the 
number of calls to police from NOTL 
is less than 2% of the total calls to 
the region. 

Those numbers are unlikely to 
change significantly, but the total 
cost of policing in the region, thanks 
to union agreements, is going to rise, 
meaning NOTL taxpayers will be 
forking out even more cash to pay 
for policing to the rest of the region. 

Is this fair? Of course not. 

So hopefully, thanks to the good 
work of Jim Collard and the other 
councillors who were at the AMO 
conference, maybe the province will 
have a look at NOTL when it consid¬ 
ers police billing across the prov- 

The rising cost of police services 
is placing an enormous burden on 
all taxpayers, but nowhere across 
the province is this more true than 
in NOTL. 

We all need police services, and 
we understand officers should be 
well-compensated for the work they 
do. 

But that has to be fair across the 
board, not based on a formula that 
means some municipalities pay for 
services delivered in other areas. 

We hope politicians across the 
province keep the pressure on for 
change.

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Bad weather causes butterfly numbers to dwindle 


I was a bit taken aback 
when someone called me 
a lepidopterist recently. 

Was I in trouble? Was I 
infectious? Then I had it 
explained - I was some¬ 
one who was interested in 
butterflies. That's correct. 

Mind you I do not go 
around with a net to catch 
them, rather I try to grow 
flowers that they like and 
hope they visit. 

This year the visitors 
have changed a lot. I have 
seen no swallowtails at 
aU, one monarch and no 
painted ladies. 

I spoke with an employ¬ 
ee at Point Pele National 
Park to check on butterfly 
numbers and learned that 
due to bad weather in 
Mexico and Texas they

count of the monarchs 
this year - but there is 
some good news, the 
swallowtail numbers are 
up, so we will think posi¬ 
tively for next year. 

Of much greater con¬ 
cern, not just to gardeners 
but to everyone, is the 
devastation to bee colo¬ 
nies. There is even a name 


for it: colony coUapse dis- 

The United Nations 
reports that of the 100 
crops that provide 90% of 
the world’s food, 70% are 
pollinated by bees. It does 
not take too much thought 
to realize without bees we 
are in big trouble. 

I intend to find out 
more about this and if 
there is anything we, as 
individuals, can do to 
change the situation. 

I do know that a large 
part of the problem is due 
to a coating being applied 
to grain seed, yet we do 
not connect bees with 
wheat fields so there is a 
lot to learn and it could be 
we can bring weight to 
bear on the folk that can 
do something about the 


situation. 

Now the vegetable gar¬ 
deners are harvesting and 
all the reports sound 
good. I have never been a 
canning person—I was 
always terrified I would 
kill someone, or make 
them sick, but all that 
fresh stuff is great.

Adverse drug reactions, multiple medications send too many to hospital 


Narcotic

Napoleon Bonaparte 
was not only a brilliant 
military strategist, but he 
hit the bull’s eye when he 
remarked, “Most men die 
from their medicine, 
rather than from their 
disease”. 

Now, a report pub¬ 
lished by the Canadian 
Institute of Health, says 
that adverse drug reac¬ 
tions send too many 
seniors to hospital. It’s 
because North Americans 
have become the most 
over-drugged society in 
history. 

What an ironic situa¬ 
tion. In the underdevel¬ 
oped world people are 
dying from the lack of 
medical care. Now, in the 
developed world, unin-

tended harmful drug 
reactions are causing 
thousands of deaths and 
hospital admissions every 

It appears all our med¬ 
ical benefits come with a 
caveat. Too much of any¬ 
thing can often be worse 
than none at all. 

The figures are fright¬ 
ening. According to the 
Centers for Disease 
Control, adverse drug 
reactions send 700,000 
Americans to the hospital 
emergency ward every 
year. And if you’re a 
senior there’s a five times 
greater risk of ending up 
in hospital from drug 
reaction. 


One of the main rea¬ 
sons is 'polypharmacy'. 
Older people tend to be 
on multiple medications 
and the greater the num¬ 
ber, the greater the risk of 
adverse reactions. 

For instance, people 
ages 65 and older com¬ 
prise only 13% of the 
population, but they con¬ 
sume 30% of all prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. In this group 
adverse drug reactions 
are disasters waiting to 
happen. 

But what are some of 
the largest pitfalls? A 
research study showed 
that blood thinners, such 
as warfarin, also known 
as Coumadin, caused 
12.6% of hospital admis¬ 
sions for adverse drug 
reactions. The challenge 
when prescribing blood 
thinners is to find the 
proper dosage that pre¬ 
vents a blood clot, and 
not an overdose that trig¬ 
gers dangerous bleeding. 

Increasing numbers of 
people are being treated 
by chemotherapy which 
often results in a 
decreased number of 


white blood cells that 
normally fight infection. 
To counteract this com¬ 
plication, drugs are now 
available to increase the 
number of white blood 
cells. 

But they are powerful 
drugs. A friend of mine 
recently came close to 
death when given this 
medication. Potent drugs 
may produce potent side- 
effects. 

A sad commentary on 
our society is that nar¬ 
cotic painkillers, known 
as opioids, are high on 
the list of adverse drug 
reactions, often due to 
self abuse. 

Another distressing 
trend is the increasing 
number of young people 
who develop adverse 
drug reactions from med¬ 
ication used to treat the 
attention deficit hyperac¬ 
tivity disorder. I believe it 
is a huge medical and 
social blunder that so 
many children today are 
placed on this medica- 

Years ago people did 
not require the number 


of sleeping pills that are 
used today. Some of the 
side-effects are incredi¬ 
ble. 

For instance, one 
insomnia drug, zolpidem, 
called Ambien, results in 
some people getting up, 
eating uncontrollably, 
walking and even driving 
their cars without being 
aware they’re doing so. 

Every night TV is inun¬ 
dated with ads for over- 
the-counter or prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. But the 
announcer invariably 
adds that it’s important 
to report to a doctor if the 
medication causes 
blurred vision, bleeding, 
memory impairment, 
erectile dysfunction, nau¬ 
sea, digestive upsets, dry 
mouth, difficulty breath¬ 
ing or suicidal feelings, 

And I wonder why any¬ 
one would want to take 
this medication unless 
they were close to death. 
Even then I’d prefer a 
glass of Chardonnay. 

For the elderly it’s vital 
they take the minimum 
effective dose of all drugs 


as their kidneys and liv¬ 
ers have less margin of 
safety. And the medica¬ 
tion left over from one 
day adds to the next, 
causing adverse drug 
reactions. 

Patients are prudent to 
put all their pills in a 
paper bag and take it to 
their doctor once a year 
to see if some can be 
eliminated. A doctor can 
tell what drugs can be 
stopped immediately and 
what ones should be 
tapered off. 

But the best defence is 
to find out as much as 
you can about your med¬ 
ication. One good source 
for general information is 
www. consumermedsafe - 
ty.org 

Early settlers in North 
America who faced enor¬ 
mous health challenges 
would roll in their graves 
if they were able to see 
our current over-drugged 
society.

A local business goes 
the extra mile when help¬ 
ing children in need pre¬ 
pare for returning to 
school. 

Thursday evening, 125 
children attended a back- 
to-school party at Henry 
Schein, a distributor of 
medical supply products 


with its head office on 
Townline Rd. in NOTL. 

Every year at this time, 
staff members Henry 
Schein, which has distri¬ 
bution centres across the 
country, hand out filled 
back packs to children, 
partnering with 

Community Care in St.

But they don’t just give 
away pencils, paper and 
erasers. 

Each child invited to the 
party receives a gift box, 
with two or three new out¬ 
fits to wear when they go 
back to school.

At Thursday’s party, 
organized by staff, the 
company hosted a back- 
to-school event with free 
food, entertainment, rides 
and games. 


The gift boxes were dis¬ 
tributed to kids aged four 
to 16.

The staff raises money 
throughout the year any 
way they can—through 
bake sales, silent auctions, 
ice cream days, salad days 
and pizza days.

Since the company is

"A lot of the writing 
has been done here, 
which I think will allow 
the film to connect 
better to audiences 
rather than writing it at 
a busy city location.”

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St. Andrew’s commemorates church burning, unveils plaque

Two hundred years has 
come and gone since the 
Americans occupying 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
(then Newark) set fire to 
the Presbyterian church, 
but it hasn't been forgot- 

Last Sunday the cur¬ 
rent congregation of St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church gathered outside 
to commemorate the 
burning and unveil a spe¬ 
cial plaque, which reads: 


“Commemorating of the 
Burning of the 
Presbyterian Church at 
Niagara on August 24, 
1813." 

The church was burned 
because American troops 
felt the British were using 
the bell tower as a lookout 
and signal tower. 

Unveiling the plaque 
was Rev. Barb McGale, 
Jean Cochrane, Dr. 
Richard Merritt, Rev. John 
Bums (Rick Meloen) and 
committee chair Neil 
Rumble. 

Niagara Historical 
Society members were 


present in their period 
dress to add to the setting 
and to the heritage aspect 
of the occasion. 

The Rev. Bob Wright of 
St. Mark’s Anglican 
Church attended the cer¬ 
emony as a guest and lis¬ 
tened while Meloen spoke 
the part of Rev. John 
Bums. Wright related with 
Bums, who managed two 
parishes—one in Niagara 
and one in Stamford. In 
1813, that commute would 
have been on horseback 
on mud roads. 

There were presenta¬ 
tions of citations from

Brief history of church 

November 1794, con¬ 
struction had begun on a 
Presbyterian church (the 


first church edifice in 
town), but it was inten¬ 
tionally burned down by 
the occupying American 
army in August 1813. For 
18 years after its destruc¬ 
tion, the congregation met 
for worship in their school 
house on the north corner 
of the church property. 

Rev. Robert McGill was 
introduced as the new 
minister of this congrega¬ 


tion in 1829, and under 
his guidance, the 
Presbyterians of Niagara 
built a fine new church for 
themselves. The founda¬ 
tion of stone was laid on 
May 31, 1831, and the 
church was dedicated St. 
Andrew’s Church, 
Niagara. 

The destruction of the 
Presbyterian church was 
nearly three months 
before the rest of the town 
was put to the torch by the 
Americans as they retreat¬ 
ed across the river - only a 
few buildings escaped the 
fire, one of them the 
school house, where ser¬ 
vices continued to be 
held.

Husky to be demolished, replaced 


Renovations to 
include 120-seat 
restaurant, retail 
store, gas services 
and amenities for 
truckers

The demolition and build¬ 
ing permits have been issued 
and all buildings on the 
Husky Travel Centre site on 
York Rd. will soon be 
removed. 

“The Husky Travel Centre 
has shut down,” Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke told council 
Monday. 


“All buildings on the site 
will come down and one new 
modern building will replace 

The existing complex on 
York Rd., which currently 
houses a gas bar, restaurant 
and truck wash, will be 
demolished to make way for 
a brand new development. 

“This is another signifi¬ 
cant step towards breathing 
new commercial life into the 
Glendale area," said Eke. 

“This section along York 
Rd. at the Queen Elizabeth 
Way is an important gateway 
for our community. The 
Husky renovation, along with 
new developments such as 
the Outlet Collection at 
Niagara, will ensure the com¬ 
mercial viability of this area 


for years to come.” 

The new travel centre will 
be a “fine addition" to the 
area and is the sign of posi¬ 
tive change, said Eke. 

The proposal includes one 
major building containing a 
120-seat restaurant, a conve¬ 
nience store and truckers’ 
amenities. There will be 
retail and cardlock gas bars 
and a reconfiguration of the 
on-site parking area for 
trucks, automobiles, RVs and 
bicycles. 

The renovation project 
will also feature extensive 
landscaping and sidewalk 
installations along the York 
Rd. frontage.

Paolo Miele admits he 
doesn’t have all the 
answers. 

But he hopes council will 
respond to his plea to con¬ 
trol food trucks in some 
fashion that is fair to “bricks 
and mortar” business own- 

rants in St. Catharines—one 
of those right at the Homer 
Bridge - and Good Eats 
Diner on Glendale Ave. in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

“I love the food business. 
I work seven days a week 
and I don’t mind competi¬ 
tion from other businesses," 
he said. 

But the proliferation of 
food trucks, which "don’t 
pay a dime in commercial 
taxes,” is hurting “bricks 
and mortar businesses” who 
pay huge commercial taxes 
to NOTL, he told council 
Monday. 

They also don’t have to 
meet the same health codes, 
don’t drive the town eco¬ 
nomically, and don’t con¬ 
tribute to the community in 
the same way that other 
businesses do, he said. 

One solution he offered 
to equalize competition, 
tongue in cheek, is to elimi¬ 
nate commercial taxes for 
all NOTL businesses. 

But since that’s unlikely 
to fly, he added, something 


has to be done to control 
food trucks and level the 
playing field for businesses 
which do pay taxes. 

Whether that's a licens¬ 
ing fee of $10,000, $40,000 or 
a ban on food trucks com¬ 
pletely, he said, isn’t up to 
him to decide. He urged the 
Town to work in collabora¬ 
tion with stakeholders, 
including food truck opera¬ 


tors, to come up with a fair 
solution. 

He’d like to see equal 
opportunities for food truck 
operators and bricks and 
mortar businesses in NOTL, 
that would make sense to 
all, he said. 

Town planning staff is 
working on a report on food 
trucks that should be ready 
for council and a further 


public meeting in the fall, 
Miele was told. 

Public meetings have 
already been held to hear 
from both sides of the issue, 
with Miele echoing many of 
the concerns of other busi¬ 
ness owners. 


But the Town is unable to 
control food trucks that are 
on private property, such as 
the many winery events they 
attend and the weekly farm¬ 
ers market on Niagara Stone 
Rd., he was told. 

Food trucks are subject 


to safety inspections and 
regulations, and supporters 
say they provide a different 
experience, fill a niche mar¬ 
ket that isn't competing with 
traditional restaurants and 
draw more visitors to 
NOTL.

Terry Flynn said 
he regrets that Second 
Cup wasn’t able to make a 
go of it, “but sometimes 
businesses don’t work 

There is an advantage 
to the next interested party 


to have an established 
building and the numbers 
of the last 18 months to 
look at, he said. 

Coun. Jim Collard said 
he hopes for a short turn¬ 
around, and that there’s a 
good opportunity for some 
business, local or chain, to 
operate in a busy build¬ 
ing. 

“If I had a restaurant in 
town, I might apply.” 

Although councillors 
are optimistic some mom 
and pop-type business or 
another franchise might 
find the community cen¬ 
tre and library building 


attractive, with a stream of 
people through it, it hasn’t 
been busy enough to make 
a living, said Santillan. 

“This has been com¬ 
pletely different from what 
I thought it would be. I 
wouldn’t have bothered if 
I’d known what to expect,” 
he said. 

“To each his own, I 
guess, but for me it's not 
enough." 

The Second Cup fran¬ 
chise owner lives in 
Oakville, and worked in 
the restaurant business 
there. That’s what he’ll go 
back to, after driving to 


NOTL six days a week for 
the last 18 months, he 
said. 

The coffee shop is 272.4 
square feet of retail space, 
including 129.74 square 
feet of storage space. The 
new occupant will be 
responsible for providing 
equipment. 

Clive Buist, director of 
parks and recreation, says 
the location is ideal for 
anyone wishing to take 
advantage of the growing 
clientele at the communi¬ 
ty centre.

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NOTL doesn’t have enough crime to warrant cost of policing, councillor says 


Councillors 
presented a 
case for

A push for billing reform 
from municipalities using 
the services of the Ontario 
Provincial Police could help 
Niagara-on-the-Lake deal 
with its own high cost of 
policing, Coun. Jim Collard 
told council Monday. 

In Ottawa last week for 
the annual Association of 


Municipalities of Ontario 
conference, Collard and 
three others attending, 
councillors Dennis Dick, 
Jamie King and Terry Flynn, 
metwithMadeleineMeiUeur, 
Minister of Community 
Safety and Correctional 
Services to talk about police 

The minister is besieged 
by municipalities in Ontario 
disputing the unfair costs of 
OPP services, Collard said. 

At the low end of the scale 
there are areas where fami¬ 
lies pay $77 in taxes for OPP 
protection, and other areas 
where the cost is as high as 
$900. 

The province is begin¬ 
ning to look at the inequity, 
and although it may take a 
couple of years, there will be 
billing reform, says Collard. 

But he believes it was 


Niagara-on-the-Lake that 
brought the issue of policing 
costs to the province in the 
first place, and councillors 
reiterated to the minister 
that policing costs have to be 
approached differently, 
whether it’s a service pro¬ 
vided by the OPP or the 
Niagara Regional Police, he 

In comparison to the OPP 
issue, Collard said, NOTL 
families pay almost $1,600 in 
taxes to the region to cover 
the cost of policing. 

“In 2011, the whole bud¬ 
get of NOTL was $7.4 mil¬ 
lion, for all the services we 
receive. Yet we paid the 
region $8.3 million for polic¬ 
ing. We drove that point 
home time and time again. 
We don't have that much 
crime here. I believe we 
could be policed by the 


and quite well—for the types 
of crime we have here.” 

He estimated the cost of 
policing to NOTL for 2013 
will be more than $9 mil- 

"Every year more and 
more officers are showing 
up on the Sunshine List, 
making more than $100,000. 
It’s a challenge across the 
province,” he said. 

The ministry wants to 
help OPP families by making 
costs more equitable, 
although it might take “a 
number of years” to work 
out a formula.

We’re not 
in the OPP family, but if 
they're going to take care of 
OPP families, with a dollar 
amount, I don’t want NOTL
